Carpenter will testify that the 
first approach for a payoff was 
made early in March 1951 by 
Joseph F. Gribler, business rep- 
resentative of Local 110, AFL 
Building Laborers’ Union, 
Boecker said. 

Gribler Killed in 1952. 

Boecker said Gribler, who was 
murdered in ‘gangland style’ in 
August 1952, indicated he needed 
the money because of his wife's 
health and told Carpenter “I can 
do you a lot of good.” 

The “request” for the money 
was turned down, Boecker said. 
Labor trouble then developed on 
the job, the Government attor- 
ney went on, and then both 
Gribler and Hulahan sought out

for a down payment 
each and $2000 per month dur- 
ing the life of the construction 
project. 

Carpenter then hired Blumen- 
feld, Boecker said, and Blumen- 
feld will testify Hulahan indicat- 
ed to.him $50,000 would be suf- 
ficient to see that the*eorStruc 
tion of homes would “go along 
smoothly.”

HORSE FLEES REDS 
IN KOREA, MARINES 
BOOT HIM BACK 


FIRST MARINE DIVISION, 
‘Korea, Jan. 4 (AP)—United 
‘States Marines stationed. along 
| Korea’s demilitarized zone said 
‘today they had denied asylum to 
a Communist horse. 

The old, white horse, prob- 
ably the descendant of a Mon- 
golian pony, was being worked 
by six Chinese. The Commu- 
nists had tied a rope to his tail 
‘and the other end of the rope 
to a heavy metal container of 
dirt. They were forcing him to 
pull the container with his tail. 

Two Marine policemen, Cpl. 
H. E. Halfhill of Connellsville, 
Pa., and Pfc. Stanley K. Harned 
of Trenton, N.J., saw the horse 
give a sudden lunge and slip the 
rope off his tail. Then he bolt- 


ed across the demarcation zone 
into Allied territory. 

They caught him and radioed 
headquarters. They were in- 
structed to “give him to the 
nearest provost marshal.” 

But the provost marshal told 
them, “I don’t want a horse.” 

Then headquarters told them: 

“Take him back near the line, 
point him north and boot him 
in the rear.” 

That is what they did. The 
horse galloped back into Com- 
munist territory.

160,000 Ther] 
AT U.S. BUREAU 


~ OF ENGRAVING 


Two Sealed Packages in 
Vault Found to Con- 
tain Paper Cut to Size 
of New Money. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (‘AP)— 
A bold thief stole $160,000 from 


ta vault at the Bureau of Engrav- 


‘ing during the holidays. 

The theft was discovered today 
when two sealed packages, sup- 
posed to contain 8000 new $20 
bills, were broken open and 
yielded waste paper cut to cur- 
rency size. 

An inventory confirmed that 
the $160,000 was missing. It was 
thé largest amount ever stolen 
from the bureau. 

Henry J. Holtzclaw, associate 
director of the bureau, said the 
thief apparently got out of the 
building with the money dis- 
guised as a holiday package last 
'Thursday—a half holiday for 
/government workers. 


With Newly Printed Money. 

The bureau prints new money. 
The waste paper packages were 
‘in a vault where newly-printed 
'money is kept before delivery 
to the Federal Resetve System 
or the Trasury. 

Holtzclaw said the packages 
were discovered early today 
when a Bureau employe lifted 
them and thought they were 
lighter than they should be. 

They were broken open and 
it was discovered that they con- 
tained blank paper and bound 
with steel wire. 


blocks of bank notes are made 
up from time to time for experi- 
mental purposes and’ that some 
one. had apparently picked up 
two of the dummy blocks, 
wrapped them in heavy paper 
and had closed the package with 
dated sealing stamps as is cus- 
tomary. 

Holtzclaw said one package 
was closed with stamps dated 
Dec. 17 but the other with 
stamps dated Dec. 31. This, he 
said, indicated that the dummy 
packages had been substituted 
for real packages last Thursday. 

Over the holidays, he said, re- 
strictions on carrying packages 
from the bureau are “customari- 
ly somewhat relaxed.” He said 
some one might have carried 
away the two packages in Christ- 
mas or New Y~var’s wrappings. 

Packages Usually Checked. 

Ordinarily, a person leaving 
the bureau with a package must 
take it to a special booth where 
it is unwrapped and the con- 
tents examined and handed back. 

The nomal money packages 
are 14 inches long, 6 inches wide 
and 214 inches thick, and weigh 
8 pounds. Holtzclaw said the 
bureau handles some 2000 such 
packages of bank notes daily. 

_ Holtzclaw said that as soon as 
the shortage was discovered the 
Secret Service was notified and 
took charge of the investigation. 
Secret Service Chief U. E. 
Baughman said the obvious pre- 
sumption was that substitution 
had been made by some bureau 
employe with access to the vault. 

Holtzclaw said the notes would 
be easy to trace because their 
serial numbers are consecutive.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP)— 
The Western powers are plan- 
ning to confront Russia with a 
three-point German peace pro- 
gram at the Berlin conference, 
if it appears that the Russians 
show a serious intention to ne- 
gotiate. 

One effect on the program 
worked out by the United States, 


British and French governments 
in a series of meetings recently 
concluded at Paris would be, in 
the view of Western officials, to 
wipe out the Communist East 
German government. 

It therefore appears in ad- 
vance to be unacceptable to the 
Soviets. Authorities here voice 
doubt that even a start can be 
made at Berlin toward develop- 
ing a real compromise between 
the Russian and Western atti- 
tudes toward Germany’s future. 

(A Moscow dispatch said the 
Russians informed the Big Three 
Western powers today they have 
instructed Soviet authorities in 
Germany to get together with 
Western representatives to pre- 
paye for the Big Four foreign 
ministers’ parley in Berlin Jan. 
25. The notes acknowledged the 
Western notes of Jan. 1, accept- 
ing the Soviet-proposed Jan. 25 
date for the parley.) 

Western Proposals. 

United States, British and 
French diplomats have _ reaf- 
firmed intention to demand that

BARGE GOES DOWN,

OF ALTON LOCK 
Shipment of river freight 


through ‘Lock 26 at Alton, the 
most-used lock in the Mississip- 
pi-Illinois river system, has been 
halted temporarily because a 
barge loaded with 1100 tons of 
scrap iron sank in one of the 
lock chambers early yesterday, 
the St. Louis division, Corps of 
Engineers, announced today. 

The barge, operated by Ameri- 
can Barge Lines Co., Jefferson- 
ville, Ind., was at the head of a 
four-barge tow being taken up- 
stream by the towboat, Trade 
Winds. It sank when the stern 
struck the reinforced concrete 
sill at the lower end of the lock 
chamber and a seam burst. A 
second lock chamber has been 
closed for repairs. since last 
week. 

Efforts to float the béarge 
failed and the task of removing 
its cargo got under way last 
night. By 7 a.m. today 130 tons 
of scrap iron had been removed.

LAW IS RELAXED

Sportsmen were invited today 
to go to Creve Coeur lake in St. 
Louis county tomorrow and 
catch fish in almost any manner 
except by dynamiting them, 

With the approval of the Mis- 
souri Conservation Commission, 
usual regulations for taking fish 
have been relaxed because of 
low water conditions in Creve 
Coeur lake, County Supervisor 
Luman F. Matthews said. 

Since a heavy freeze would en- 
danger the lake’s entire supply 
of fish, including buffalo, carp, 
channel cat, and a limited num- 
ber of crappie and bass, fisher- 
men may use gigs and nets, as 
well as the ordinary pole-and- 
dine methods, in making their 
catches. 

Wading is not permitted, nor 
is dynamite. Commercial fish- 
ermen are barred and sportsmen 
must have a 1954 state fishing 
license. Otherwise, anglers are 
free to use their own devices 
to get a full creel not exceeding 
25 pounds plus one fish at 
Creve Coeur lake starting to- 
morrow.

TOKYO, Jan. 4—Cpl. Claude 
J. Batchelor, the cheerful Texan 
who chose the arms of his Japa- 
nese wife to Communism’s em- 
brace, collected $5161.24 back 
pay today from the Government 
he once rejected. 


This emphasized as nothing 
else could that Batchelor, now 
enjoying the comforts of the 
Tokyo army hospital, officially 
was being treated exactly like 
any other returned prisoner. 

Batchelor’s back pay covered 
38 months’ imprisonment, up 
through Dec. 31. He “chose free- 
dom” New Year's day by telling 
an Indian guard he wanted to 
go home. 

The 22-year-old Texan was 
captured on Nov. 2, 1950, as a 
private. Actuallf, he was pro- 
moted to private first class on 
July 30, 1950, but never got the 
word. On May 1, 1953, he was 
promoted to corporal. His back 
pay included $45 monthly com- 
bat pay from August 1950 
through February 1951. 

No Allowance for Wife. 

There were no _ deductions 
from Batchelor’s pay for family 
allotments or anything else. 
There was no allotment for his 
Japanese wife, Kyoko Araki. 
whom he married in a Shinto 
ceremony in Tokyo, on July 29, 
1949, 

There couldn’t have been be- 
cause in the Army’s eyes Batche- 
lor is still a bachelor since the 
United States does not recognize 
Shinto marriages. 

As a corporal with four years 
service, Batchelor was officially 
restored to the army payroll at

CALCUTTA, India, Jan. 4! 

(UP)—A Tibetan lama told al 
Calcutta mewspaper yesterday 
one of his fellow priests had 
spent “quite some time” medi- 
tating atop a Himalayan peak 
with an eight-foot speechless 
“abominable snowman.” 
Lama Chhemed Rigdziu Dorji 
Lopen told the newspaper Zu- 
gantar his scholar friend claimed 
to be on good terms with the 
mysterious ape-like creatures 
thought to inhabit the upper 
reaches of the world’s most in- 
accessible mountains. 

He said the lama was Tsultung 
Zambo whom~he described as 
Tibet’s greatest scholar -lama, 
and that Zambo met the snow- 
man when he went on a pil- 
grimage to the Chari mountains 
in the Adnago area across the 


igastern Tibetan border.

A Mrigu (Tibetan name for 
the strange creatures) came 
along as Zambo was meditating 
on a peak, Lopen said.

Troops Deployed 
Around Dien Bien 
Phu—Patrol Clashes. 


HANOI, Indochina, -Jan. 4 
(AP)—French fighters and bomb- 
ers resorted to moonlight at- 
tacks early today to hit coolie 
supply lines to the Communist- 
led Vietminh forces threatening 
an assault on the French-forti- 
fied plain. of Dien Bien Phu. 

The enemy-surrounded posi- 
tion just north of Laos is the 
last French stronghold in the 
mountainous Thai country of 


northwestern Indochina. 

By night and by day, French 
fighters heavily strafed the rebel 
troop columns and thousands of 
peasants packing in war supplies 
on their backs. The Vietminh 
have been moving their coolie 
convoys mostly at night in an 
effort to escape air attacks. 
The Vietminh “Iron” Division 
316 has spread out in a wide en- 
circling movement around Dien 
Bien Phu and been reinforced 
by units from two other divi- 
sions. The Communist command 
has not yet attempted, however, 
to launch its long-expected ma- 
jor assault. 

French patrols moving out of 
Dien Bien Phu reported only 
minor clashes, and one foray 
netted only one Communist 
killed. * 

In mop-up actions in the Red 
river delta around Hanoi, 
French-Viet Namese forces re- 
ported killing about 50 rebels 
and capturing 54. 

To the southeast, in the neigh- 
boring Kingdom of Laos, French 
Union troops started a new 
cleanup of regional Vietminh 
guerrillas around Muong Khoua. 
The town is 82 miles north of 
the royal Laotian capital of 
Luang Prabang. 

The French yesterday encoun- 
tered their first enemy resist- 
ance around the fort of Seno in 
central Laos when patrols fan- 
ning out from the position were 
harassed. Previously the Viet- 
minh had avoided contact in the 
region. 

North of Seno, where the Viet- 
minh pushed a division through 
Laos to the Thailand border in 
a Christmas,offensive. a French 
armored patrol reported a strong 
Vietminh ambush. Both sides 
suffered losses. 

The first 100 of 297 French 
Union prisoners of war released 
by the Vietminh as a Christmas 
gesture straggled into Hanoi 
yesterday. The men, mostly 
Moroccans, Senegalese, Foreign 
Legionnaires and a few from 
France, were thin and tired.

PARIS, Jan. 4 (AP)—Casual- 
ties among Frenchmen in the

In the seven years, 15,681 
Frenchmen have been killed or 
are missing, compared to the 30,-

Jobless Estimate May Be Million 
Too Low, Senator Douglas Says 


Illinoisan Challenges 


ment’s Methods— Other Senators’ 
Views as to Congress Issues. 


Commerce’ Depart- 


CHICAGO, Jan. 4 (AP)—Sen- 
ator Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, 
said yesterday there are signs 
the Department of Commerce's 
November estimate of 1,400,000 
persons unemployed—same as 
the previous year—"“may be an 
appreciable understatement.” 
He said the actual number of 
unemployed may be a million 
higher. 

“I am not saying this is the 
real figure,” he emphasized. “It 
is instead the maximum size of 
the possible error.” 

Officials of the Census Bu- 
reau, which is part of the Com- 
merce Department, said Sena- 
tor Douglas apparently was 
misinformed as to the bureau's 
method of estimating the num- 
ber of unemployed. 

Douglas repeated on a radio 
panel program (Mutual's North- 
western University “Reviewing 
Stand”) his previously expressed 
view that the country is in a 
recession which could become a 
depression. 


‘Not Yet in Depression.’ 

“We are certainly not yet in 
a depression and we all hope 
and pray that we may not slide 
into one,” he said. 

He added that “there is far 
less danger of this. than there 
was in 1929” because of what he 
termed “stabilizing influences” 
introduced into the economy by 
Democratic administrations be- 
ginning in 1933. 

Douglas, a former University 
of Chicago economics professor, 
said ‘the department got its un- 
employment estimate by su 
tracting the number of people 
with jobs from a “hypothetical” 
total labor force which it set at 
63,300,000 in November 1953, 
compared with 63,600,000 in No- 
vember 1952. 

“This decrease of 300,000 in 
the numbers said to be avail- 
able for work, in spite of the 
fact that in the past there has 
been a normal yearly increase 
of about 700,000, seems some- 
what strange,” Douglas said. 

He contended slight errors in 
figuring the total labor force. 
would result ini “very large er- 
rors” in the unemployment esti- 
mate. 

“For example,” he said, “if it 
should develop that the normal 
growth rate had continued, the 
actual labor supply would be 


64,300,000 and the unemploy- 
ment 2,400,000 instead of 
1,400,000.” 


Not Method, Bureau Says. 

Officials of the Census Bureau 
said the method of estimating 
unemployment described by 
Senator Douglas had not been 
used for a number of years. 
They said it was abandoned 
after being found to be highly 
uncertain and inaccurate. The 
method now used is a sampling 
process. 

Senator Fulbright (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, today urged that the 
Senate-House Economic Com- 
mittee go to work at once to 
study possible tendencies toward 


a recession in’ the American 
economy. 

Fulbright wrote Representa- 
tive Wolcott (Rep), Michigan, 
chairman of the group, that he 
“was very disappointed with the 
inactivity of that committee dur- 
ing the last session.” 

“Whether we are in a ‘reces- 
sion’ or an ‘adjustment’,” Ful- 
bright said, “I think we have the 
duty to keep ourselves and the 
Congress informed. Therefore, 
I suggest that the committee be 
called into session as soon as 
possible after the convening of 
the Congress to plan a course 0 
action along these lines.” 

Views on Other Issues. 

Meanwhile other Senators ex- 
pressed their opinions on the 
state of the nation’s economic 
health and the coming session 


of Congress. 

Senator Kerr (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, said on a Dumont televi- 
sion panel discussion “Meet Your 
Congress” last night that the new 
session faces bitter debate and 
the problems of a “dawning de- 
pression.” Kerr said, “I think 
the recession is on,” and he 
added that by the middle of 
January he . anticipates that 
“even the Administration will 
admit there are 2,000,000 un- 
employed.” 

Republican Representative 
Walter Judd of Minnesota, on 
the same panel, defended the 
Administration’s economic pro- 
gram, saying farm income had 
started to drop two years ago 
while former President Truman 
was still in office. 

Judd said success of the Mar- 
shall plan in restoring European 
production had in turn created 
economic problems for . the 
United States. This European 
aid, he added, was a bipartisan 
program and he did not mean to 
detract from its value. 

Judd dirigreed also with 
Kerr’s statement that the re- 
turning Congress faces “fierce 
debate and bitter battles.” Judd 
said he expected the Eisenhower 
program to be so sound that it 
will commend itself to members 
of both parties. ‘ 

Sparkman on Farm Prices. 

Senator Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, another panelist, spotted 
falling farm prices as one of the 
Administration’s biggest prob- 
lems. He said farm prices have 
dropped from 100 per cent to 
90 per cent of parity since the 
Republicans named Ezra Taft 
Benson as Secretary of Agricul- 
ture.

Announce They Will 
Hire Scientist to 
Check on Tobacco 
and Lung Ailments.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—In their 
first concerted reaction to scien- 
tific reports which link lung can- 
cer with smoking, a group of 
the nation’s top cigarette makers 
have announced the creation of 
a Tobacco Industry Research 
Committee to “get at the facts.” 

Fourteen tobacco companies 
and associations issued a joint 
announcement last night that the 
committee would hire a well- 


known and reputable scientist to 
conduct research, set up an ad- 
visory board of scientists and 
educators, and contribute to 
arch in “tobacco use 
and health.” 

All but one of the major cigar- 
ette manufacturers signed the an- 
noucement, as well as associa- 
tions of tobacco growers and 
processers, Liggett & Myers To- 
bacco Co, did not sign, and no 
explanation was given. 

List of Signers. 

Included in the list were the 
American Tobacco Co., Benson & 
Hedges, the Brown & Williamson 
Tobacco Corp., P. Lorillard Co., 
Philip Morris & Co., R. J. Reyn- 
olds Tobacco Co., United States 
Tobacco Co., Shephano Brothers, 
Inc.; Larus & Brother Co.; the 
Bright Belt Warehouse Associa- 
tion; the Burley Auction Ware- 
house Association; the Burley 
Tobacco Growers Co-Operative 
Association; and Tobacco Asso- 
ciates, Inc. 

Recent reports on experiments 
with mice that cigarette smoking 
is linked with lung cancer in 
persons have shaken the tobacco 
industry. According to business 
statistics cigarette sales dropped 
2 per cent nationally in 1953. 
Last Friday the New York state 
department of taxation and fi- 
nance announced that the cigar- 
ette tax of 3-cents-a pack was 
off 1.21 per cent for the first 
eight months of 1953, represent- 
ing a drop in consumption of 
25,000,000 packs of cigarettes a 
year for the state. 

The industry statement said 
that “a scientist of unimpeach- 
able integrity an dnational re- 
pute” will be “in charge of the 
research activities.” A group of 
distinguished men from medi- 
cine, science and education” will 
be invited to serve on an “advis- 
ory board of scientists disinter- 
ested in the cigarette industry,” 
it said. “These scientists will ad- 
vise the committee on its re- 
search activities.” 

A committee spokesman said 
that some of these “ 
will be named this week. 

Authorities Cited. 

Turning to the scientific re- 
ports, the committee said that 
“eminent doctors and research 
scientists have publicly ques- 
tioned the claimed significance” 
of the cancer experiments. It 
cited “distinguished authorities” 
who “have said that medical re- 
search of recent years indicates 
many possible causes of lung 
cancer and that there is no 
agreement among the authorities 
regarding its cause.” 

“We believe the products we 
make are not injurious to 
health,” the statement said, 
emphasizing that “there is no 
proof that cigarette smoking is 
one of the causes.” 

The statement said that sta- 
tistics “purporting to link cigar- 
ette smoking with the disease” 
could “apply with equal force 
to any one of many other aspects 
of modern life.” It asserted that 
“numerous scientists” have, 
questioned the validity of the 
statistics. 

“We accept an interest in peo- 
ple’s health as a basic responsi- 
bility, paramount to every other 
consideration in our business,” 
it said. “We always have and 
always will co-operate closely 
with those whose task it is to 
safeguard the public health. 

“For more than 300 years, to- 
bacco has given solace, relaxa- 
tion and enjoyment to mankind. 
At one time or another during 
those years, critics have held it 
responsible for practically every 
disease of the human body, One 
by one, these charges have been 
abandoned for lack of evidence.” 


Research Plan Is Good If Un- 
biased, Says Dr. Graham. 

Announcement by cigarette 
manufacturers that the industry 
will back a research program 
on the possible link between 
cigarette smoking and lung can- 
cer was described today as a 
“good thing,” provided the com- 
panies go about it properly, by 
Dr. Evarts A. Graham, professor 
emeritus of surgery at Wash- 
ington University. 

Dr. Graham, who two years 
ago produced evidence indicat- 
ing that tar contained in cig- 
arette smoke can produce can- 
cer in mice, said:

Something has got to 
be done to halt the surge of 
opinion in favor of seeking a 
negotiated settlement with the 
Communists, or abandoning In- 
dochina under some other pre- 
text. America has got to do it. 
Hence Jacquet has stated in the 
last few days that the French

Volunteers Suggested. 


Jacquet did not insist that 
these reinforcements for Indo- 
china must take the form of 
American divisions. He had in 
mind the possibility of a mas- 
sive increase of American aid, 
which would in turn finance 
French-led groups of military 
volunteers, on the old Flying 
Tiger plan. Significantly, the 
minister for the Associated 
States remarked that this device 
should be more acceptable to 
men like Bidault, who wanted 
no foreign forces fighting on the 
Indochinese front. 

This only gave added force to 
the immediately ‘subsequent 
statement of Bildault. The 
French Foreign Minister gave it 
as his personal opinion that the 
French Government would move 
to abandon the Indochinese ef- 
fort “in a matter of weeks,” un- 
less the American Government 
quickly offered aid in the spe- 
cific form of American troops 
for Indochina.

take much time, would be an 
unsatisfactory half measure, and 
would set the example for Chi- 
nese “volunteers.” 

Precarious Situation. 

Neither Bidault nor Jacquet 
has been personally converted to 
the desirability of a French re- 
treat from Indochina. Both men 
were simply offering their best 
analyses of the practical political 
situation confronting them. 
The analyses were in turn con- 
firmed at the French Cabinet 
meeting at which the Vietminh 
offensive in Indochina was dis- 
cussed. 

The fact that the recent Com- 
munist successes were only 
temporary and local was fully 
brought out at this meeting. Yet 
such leading members of the 
Cabinet as Edgar Faure and Paul 
Reynaud continued to insist that 
a negotiated settlement with the 
Indochinese Communists now 
had to be thought about; that 
France had had enough; that the 
Americans had shown the way 
in Korea, and so on. The next 
French Cabinet is likely to be 
less firm about Indochina than 
the Cabinet of Premier Laniel. 
In short the situation is highly 
precarious. 

Decision Delayed. 

This does not mean, to be sure, 
that the French are likely to 
take a final decision about Indo- 
china in the immediate future. 
It will be some time before 
France again has a government 
capable of making a decision of 
any sort. By then, one can hope 
that the position in Indochina 
will have improved again, so that 
the decision can be put off for 
anothér little while. 

If Ge Navarre and Gen. 
Cogny can\work_a real miracle, 
further rev s in Indochina 
may perhaps be avoided. In that 
case the tremor that has run 
through Paris since ehe fall of 
Thakhet will represent a histori- 
cal low point, rather than a 
solemn warning. 

It would be widely imprudent, 
however, to count on this kind of 
golden good luck at the present 
juncture.

HE Navy, ready to enter the 
T era of atomic power, has de- 
cided in favor of maneuver- 
ability rather than bigness in the 
atomic submarines of the future. 
As a result, submarines now 
on naval drawing boards are but 
pocket-sized editions of the 
Nautilus, the world’s first atomic 
submarine which will be 
launched Jar. 21. 


The decision to concentrate on 
smaller, highly-maneuverable 
submarines settles a long-stand- 
ing controversy within the Navy 
over which course to take now 
that it has mastered the prob- 
lem of how to harness the atom 
to drive undersea craft. 


One faction contended atomic 
power opened the way for the 
Navy to go underseas not only 
with attack submarines, but also 
with larger missile carrying 
vessels to replace the carriers 
and cruisers. 


With the completion of the 
Nautilus and its sister ship, the 
Sea Wolf, there were proposals 
that a “super” atomic submarine 
weighing 6000 tons and capable 
of making 35 knots undérwater 
be built.

Is the telephone company making too much 
money? A lot of people think so. Some of them 
were sorely afflicted by the new zone charges 
anyway, and on top of that Southwestern Bell 
has announcd that its net earnings rose 23 per 
cent in the first 10 months of 1953 over the same 
period in 1952. So St. Louis County has moved 
to investigate the company and seek a hearing 
before the Missouri Public Service Commission. 

The rise in Southwestern Bell's revenue has 
indeed been startling. In 1951, prior to the 
last general rate increase granted by the Mis- 
souri commission, the company earned through- 
out its 5-state territory $8.52 per telephone, 
after paying all expenses, taxes and interest. 
This year it bids fair to earn more than $12.50 
per phone—an increase of nearly 50 per cent. 

The company's explanation is that it has in- 
stalled a great many new phones—it has 4,259,- 
518 in service now as compared with 3,838,000 
in 1951. Because of today’s high costs, the ex- 
pansion has required large amounts of new 
capital. When the net income is compared to 
the capital invested in what has been a rapidly 
growing business, it does not look so outlandish. 

Thisis true. According to the company, it 
is earning this year a return of 6.32 per cent on 
the net investment in the business (investment 
in plant less depreciation reserve). In granting 
a general rate increase in January 1952, the 
Missouri Public ‘Service Commission intended to 
allow the cqmpany a return of 6.45 per cent on 
a net investment base. If the company’s present 
figures are correct, then, it is earning just ahout 
what the commission intended to allow. 

But that doesn’t dispose of the issue by a long 
shot. The real question, as we pointed out at 
the time Southwestern Bell was granted the big- 
gest rate increase any utility ever got in Mis- 
souri, is whether a return of 6.45 per cent is ex- 
cessive for the telephone business. 


The company says it needs a return like this 
in order to attract capital for expansion. All 
right, what does it cost to attract capital? The 
company got $75,000,000 worth of its capital by 
issuing debentures in 1945, and it is paying for 
that part of its capital not 6.45 per cent but 2.75 
per cent. It got another $100,000,000 of its capi- 
tal by issuing debentures in 1948, and it is pay- 
ing for this part not 6.45 but 3.12 per cent. 

What these figures suggest is that when capi- 
tal is raised by issuing bonds, the cost of it is far 
less than the 6.45 per cent which Southwestern 
Bell is allowed to earn in Missouri. They suggest 
that if the company raised more of its capital 
by issuing bonds, as other utilities do, and less by 
issuing stock, the earnings necessary “to attract 
capital” might be considerably less than they 
now are, 


The company’s answer is that the telephone 
business fluctuates more sharply than that of 
other utilities, and that to increase the propor- 
tion of debt in its capital structure would be un- 
sound. This is an argument for experts. It is an 
argument that should be thoroughly studied by 
the experts of the Public Service Commission. 

Is an earnings rate of 6.45 per cent excessive 
in terms of the rate needed to attract capital to 
the telephone industry? The commission ought 
to go into that question in detail. If necessary, it 
should reopen the rate case to do so.

An Ohio town which is either named Venice 
‘or Ross, as the case may be, is giving everybody 
concerned enough trouble for two towns, which 
indeed it sounds like. It seems there is this vil- 
lage near Cincinnati, which the road signs refer 
to as Venice but which the United States Post 
Office Department insists on calling Ross, No 
one is said to know how the mixup happened. 

There are many practical reasons why having 
two names for one town is untidy. Truck drivers, 
for instance, with cargoes marked for Ross, 
drive right on through Venice, not knowing it is 
Ross. But the esthetic dilemma is perhaps eVen 
worse. A person going to a place for the first 
time gets certain impressions of it in advance 
from its name. Presumably no one is going to 
expect a gondola in Ohio, but even in that state 
the name of Venice conjures up anticipations of 
gayety. A town named Ross, on the other hand, 
would incline to be sober-sided. 

A truck driver can back up his truck and go 
back to Venice a lot easier than anybody can 
back up his impressions and go back to Ross. 

The way to cure all this confusion is as obvi- 
ous and simple as Sergeant Friday, the man all 
those parodies of “Dragnet” are based on. Just 
get the facts. Is it a Venice kind of town or is it 
a Ross kind of town? And then act accordingly. 
Meanwhile, 

Venice or Ross, Ross or Venice; 
This thing is definitely a menace. 
In fact, it throws us for a loss; 
Ross or Venice, Venice or Ross. 
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Small Investment for Roads 

Until now the debate ovér paying for good 
Missouri roads has centefed on gasoline taxes, 
truck fees and so on. But there is another ele- 
ment. The latest bulletin of the Missouri Good 
Roads Association says: “The cheapest ingredi- 
ent of good roads is good engineering.” 

Missouri has proved this in three decades. With 
the lowest ‘gas tax in.the nation, the state has 
built good roads, ‘because it has had good engi- 
neers, free from political interference. But how 
much longer can the state assure itself of good 
highway engineering? ~° 

The Good Roads Association reports that the 
Highway Commission has not, in recent years, 
been able to attract many young engineers or 
hold some of its veterans. Private industry offers 
these professionals more pay. But many engi- 


, neers would still prefer to work for the state, 


if they could be assured any kind of future se- 
curity under a retirement plan, Right now Mis- 
q 
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souri has no such plan. While the usual state re- 
tirement system requires employe contributions, 
it also needs help from public funds. It would 
cost some money. But good engineers mean bet- 
ter roads at less cost, and prop¢r retirement pro- 
visions could save the state road money in years 
to come. In this case the Legislature should 
look ahead, just as our highway engineers do. 
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Senator Russell Raises a Question 

When the President announced, just before 
Christmas, that the United States would with- 
draw two divisions of troops from Korea, the 
Post-Dispatch said that Mr. Eisenhower should 
review his decision. © 

That the issue will be put before the White 
House promptly has now been made clear. 
Senator Russell of Georgia, ranking Democrat 
on the Senate Armed Forces Committee, will 
raisé it when he and other members of the op- 
position visit the President Tuesday at his invita- 
tion to get a preview of the State of the Union 
message. 

Senator Russell says that the withdrawal de- 
cision “smacks of appeasement.” That, in our 
opinion, is an unjustified criticism. If there is 
any appeasement in the withdrawal, the appease- 
ment is directed not at the Communists in Asia, 
but at the economy leaders in the Republican 
party who have already placed a balanced budget 
above the morale and adequacy of the Air Force. 
If there is appeasement, it is similar to the 
appeasement in the Truman Administration when 
Dean Acheson, as Secretary of State, yielded 
ground to the Chiang Kai-shek sponsors in the 
Senate. 

The real question is: Does the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration plan the security of the country 
primarily with atomic weapons? Is the United 
States relying on the very kind of weapons 
which the President proposes to the world shall 
in effect be de-fused through the creation of 
an international pool of fisslonable material for 
peaceful use? 

The troop withdrawal inevitably is related to 
this larger issue. Undoubtedly the American 
people are entitled to know much more about the 
relationship than they do. Senator Russell and 
his colleagues will perform an important service 
by requiring the fullest possible pfblic discussign.

Our news columns Sunday contained facts about 
increasing unemployment in the St. Louis area 
and in Southern Illinois.

Not Their Baby 

Democratic Senate leaders are preparing a 
party challenge to Senator McCarthy, according 
to a New York Times report. Over the weekend, 
several Democrats spoke of ways to restrict the 
McCarthy investigations, 

Before going too far along this route, however, 
the Democratic leaders have been cautioned by 
Seiator Sparkman of Alabama. “If something 
should be done about McCarthy,” he said, “why 
don’t Republicans do it? It’s not our problem.” 

It igs true, as Senator Gillette of lowa said, 
that the McCarthy Government Operations Com- 
mittee has authority extending over into foreign 
relations. The committee can investigate not only 
our Government's operations, but certain “inter- 
governmental relationships” including those in- 
volving the United Nations. 

Republicans should be most concerned about 
this. Under its chairman, Senator Wiley of 
Wisconsin, the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee has proved far mone responsible than the 
MeCarthy committee. The Administration's for- 
eign policies would receive more rationdl treat- 
ment if the investigative power were put back 
in the committee to which it logically belongs. 

It is also true, as Senator McCarran of Ne- 
vada stated, that the McCarthy committee has 
stepped out of bounds in some of its investiga- 
tions of Communism. Here, though, the jurisdic- 
tional problem has a personal touch. Senator Me- 
Carran thinks the popular job of investigating 
Communism should be left more to the Internal 
Security subcommittee, of which he is a member. 

No doubt the Democrats can suggest numer- 
ous ways to curb Senator McCarthy's powers. 
But they still may find it inadvisable to make a 
straight party fight against him. For with Dem- 
ocratic assent, Republicans hold to a narrow con- 
trol of the Senate, its committees and jurisdic- 
tions. And the Republicans can contro! Senator 
McCarthy if they wish. 

The Republican leaders will have to take re- 
sponsibility for Senator MeCerthy’s work, just 
as they would take any credit for it. : 
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Last Day for County Registration 

A big piece of news, next Feb. 10, will be the 
result of the vote on the St. Louis county bond 
issue.

TVA’s warning of a possible power shortage 
in its region year after next is a notice to Con- 
gress to act this year—and soon.

President Eisenhower, even {ff he 
lacked political experience a year ago, 
never under-estimated the importance 
of Congress. He received from his 
predecessors a legacy of bad relations 
with the legislature, which had been 
drazooned by Roosevelt and damned by 
Truman (and had done a fair measure 
of damning in return!. He was acutely 
anxious to try from his side to heal the 
breach. 

But he must by now have realized 
that if the United 
States is to be gov- 
erned effectively 
there has to be 
strong leadership, 
and at present that 
leadership can 
come only from the 
President. 

In the past few 
days he has taken 
the unusual. step— 
perhaps unprece- 
dented — of calling 
a conference of his 


party’s leaders in 
Congress to discuss Dwight D. Eisenhower 
next years pro- 
gram. He has, it seems, sought to as- 


sert the necessary leadership and to 
secure active support in Congress. 

President Eisenhower's experiment, if 
by any chance it should succeed, could 
be a great blessing. Professor George 
Graham, in his study published last year 
of the declining morality of American 
politics, found one significant cause in 
the negative character of the work of 
Congress. It is not; indeed, a far cry 
from the chronic sense of frustration in 
Congress to the antics 9f McCarthy and 
behavior bordering on corruption on the 
part of one or two of his colleagues. 

Whether, however, President Eisen- 
hower will succeed in associating the 
congressional leaders with the planning 
of policy remains to be seen. Senator 
Knowland has said that the conference 
agreed substantially on foreign policy 
but could not agree on a firm program 
on the domestie front. President Eisen- 
hower's experiment, nevertheless, may 
only be at its beginning. 

The President has committed himself 
to the brave view that the Republican 
Administration and the Republicans in 
Congress should stand or fall by the rec- 
ord of their own action. He has shown 
little sympathy for campaigning next 
vear on “Communists” in government. 
It is a turn toward temperate good sense. 

If it instills some unity and responsi- 
bility among Republicans it will be a 
very good thing. If it leads only to 
obstruction of the Administration’s pro- 
gram and failure in Congress, it will be 
a bad thing. But at least the outline of 
a program is being shaped and some 
force is being imparted to it from the 
White House.

President Eisenhower has taken a 
year to define the terms of his program. 
During this period he has resisted many 
temptations. The most dangerous of 
these was undoubtedly to make use of 
his enormous popularity to imnose his 
authority on the politicians of his party. 

He was wise enough to realize that 
his prestige would not compensate for 
his lack of experience and he very wise- 
ly took no natice of the many provoca- 
tions tendered by Republican extremists 
—with astanishing self-control for some- 
one with a hot temper. 

During the first year of his Adminis- 
tration, the President has been cvcevpied 
in making preparations to aanounce his 
“progressive and dynamic” nolitica] pro- 
gram. Faithful to his wrinciple of close 
collaboration between the executive and 


legislative branches of government, he 


has been taking the advice of special 
commissions. Recently he conferred 
with the Republican congressional lead- 
ers. 

For he does not intend to betray his 
mandate and look for support—which 
he would easily obtain—from the Demo- 
cratic opposition. He wants his _ pro- 
gram to be a Republican program. 

This includes a policy of decentraliza- 
tion of administrative responsibilities 
and remains faithful to the orthodox 
economic theories of the Republican 
party. In other words, he intends to try 
and balance the budget and in order to 
do so will reduce military expenditures. 
Every ounce of prestige that Gen. Eisen- 
hower has in this field will be required 
to take the risk of reducing the Army 
ground forees and rely increasingly, as 
he intends, on ultra-modern weapons 
and on the Air Force. 

This policy is logical. America’s al- 
lies would do well to follow its develop- 
ment closely. For its main characteristic 
is that it can be adapted to a policy of 
defensive alliances, or to a strategy of 
peripheral defence or even to an isola- 
tionist retirement into the “eagle’s nest.”

Between Book Ends 


A Diary of the Old West 


ON THE OREGON TRAIL: ROBERT STUART'S 
JOURNEY OF DISCOVERY (1812-1813). Edited 
by Kenneth A. Spaulding. (University of Oklshome 
Press, 192 pqs., $3.75.) 

To hold and to enlarge his mighty 
fur empire, John Jacob Astor sent two 
expeditions to the Far Northwest, one 
by sea and one by land. After the ar- 
rival of both parties and the establish- 
ment of Astoria, Robert Stuart, a young 
Scotsman, was chosen as courier, with 
an escort of five men, to report to 
Mr. Astor on the results of the expedi- 
tions and the developments taking 
place. 


Through many hardships on the long 
journey to St. Louis, Stuart had the 
intelligence, fortitude and determina- 
tion to hold his little party together. 
The obstacles he overcame were almost 
insurmountable, He had, first of all, 
to find a way through the Rocky Moun- 
tains. He had to combat extreme heat 
and cold, starvation, deep thirst, war- 
ring Indians, madness and even the 
threat of cannibalism. Nevertheless, 
the “returning Astorians,”- led by 
Stuart, did some important exploration 


‘work, 


After retracing in general the out- 
bound route as far as present western 
Wyoming, they broke a new trail across 
the upper Green River valley, crossed 
the Continental Divide in the vicinity 
of South Pass, and descended the Sweet- 
water and then the Platte to the Mis- 
souri, This route through the Wyoming 
and Nebraska regon later developed in- 
to another section of the Oregon Trail. 


The journey to St. Louis required 10 
months and Stuart kept a rough journal 
in which he jotted down from day to 
day the happenings of the long and 
terrible journey. Stuart then revised and 
rewrote his diary for presentation to 
Mr. Astor. This revised journal became 
known as “The Travelling Memoranda” 
and was the document Washington 
Irving used in writing his “Astoria.” 
Irving elaborated and somewhat fiction. 
ized the Stuart account in his book, 
Lost for years, the “Travelling Memo- 
randa” finally turned up in an old cabi- 
net that had once belonged to Irving. 
The manuscript is now in the Yale 
University Library. 

The University of Oklahoma Press 
has performed a real service in making 
available to the general public, this 
original document, so important to the 
fur trade period and to the opening of 
the Oregon country.

OUR SECRET ALLIES: THE PEOPLES OF RUSSIA, 
by Eugene Lyons. fOuel Sloan & Pearce—Littie, 
Brown, 376 pgs., $4.50.) 

Eugene Lyons, a United Press corre- 
spondent in Russia from 1928-34 and au- 
thor of the anti-Soviet bestseller ‘‘As- 
signment in Utopia,” advocates an ag- 
gressive policy of liberation, He 
reappraises in detail the permanent civil 
war that has existed between the Krem- 
lin and the peoples of Russia, from 
Lenin’s terror to Stalin's mass murders, 
the wholesale desertions of Red Army 
soldiers in World War II and the count- 
less refugees since. 


A policy of containment, the author 
feels, equals piecemeal surrender. Yet 
the liberation he advocates is psychologi- 
cal and moral rather than military. The 
peoples of Russia are our friends and a 
potential fifth column, he feels. We 
should tell them, and the world, that we 
will settle for nothing less than over- 
throw of the Soviet regime. Ultimately, 


--the present crisis will be resolved either - 


“in atomic horrer or through the inner 
weakening and overthrow” of the Rus- 
sian autocracy. 

Lyons thinks the United States should 
not meddle in secondary problems, such 
as whether the Ukraine or other areas 
should be made independent.

As for the ‘tendency not to 
nominate a Senator for Presi- 
dent, it may be because they 
have too much of an opportuni- 
ty to speak and act for them- 
selves. They live daily in a 
goldfish bowl. They have a 
voting record on every issue, 
away back through the years, 
many of them. That can be 
tracked down and used against 
them. That is not the case, for 
example, with Governors, from 
whose ranks a majority of presi- 
dential candidates have come in 
recent years. 

Adlai Stevenson was in that 
preferred spot when he was 
nominated in 1952, defeating two 
Senators — Kefauver and Rus- 
sell. Now, however, he is with- 
out public office and, lacking 
that platform, he is at a recog- 
nized disadvantage. Now he 
must seek and make for himself 
occasions to state his views on 
developing issues. 


At a Disadvantage. 


He is now well known. That 
is not a problem any more as 
it was when he was nominated 
in 1952. He is the “titular lead- 
er” of his party, though any as- 
sertion of authority to shape and 
direct its policy would be chal- 
lenged by some elements with- 
in his party, among them prom- 
inent party figures here in Con- 
gress, including 1956 rivals. 

So he has to pick his way 
carefully and give leadership and 
inspiration to his tremendous 
rank and file following without 
offending the jealous rival lead- 
ers.

Victorian Vagaries. 

Thomas Chamber's “Hudson 
River Looking Toward West 
Point,” or fexample, gratifies 
the early Victorian sensibility 
for the grandiose in natural 
scenery, an outgrowth of some 
of the literature of the time.

Rose Bowl Parade 


Scores in Colorcast 
By Robert E. Hannon 


T 11:15 a.m. New Year’s day, color television 

came to St. Louis. Like the appearance of a 

spectacular rainbow, startling even though 
expected, the debut of color TV was a thrilling 
experience for the 
relative handful of 
persons lucky enough 
to be in the local pre- 
view audience. 


Viewers accustomed 
to the drab gray 
tones of black-and- 
white television 
gasped as brilliant 
colors burst upon the 
screens of receivers 
installed here for 
special demonstra- 
tions. Many ap- 
plauded. Some sat in 
speechless disbelief 
as though a miracle was transpiring before their 
eyes. Exclamations of “beautiful,” “gorgeous,” 
“lovely” were heard on all sides. 


x * * 


A HAPPY CHOICE had been made for the 
nation-wide premiere of color television—the 
Tournament of Roses parade in Pasadena, Calif. 
Of the many annual events that gain pational at- 
tention, none presents a more lavish display of 
color. Magnificent floral floats—made up of 
thousands of\fresh flowers of almost every vari- 
ety and hue imaginable and adorned with beau- 
tiful girls—combine with resplendently-garbed 
marching bands, performing baton-twirlers and 
flashily attired horsemen in a breath-taking spec- 
tacle. 


If anything was perfectly suited for the ex- 
hibition of television’s new dimension, the Rose 
Bowl parade was it. But it also offered a chal- 
lenge, for to do the pageant justice, the medium 
had to be faultless in reproducting it. Neither 
was found wanting, as far as the preview audi- 
ence here was concerned. 


x * * 


THE NBC COLORCAST, which officially in- 
augurated the era of color television, was car- 
ried by Post-Dispatch Station KSD-TV and by 20 
other stations throughout the country. More than 
3000 St. Louisans saw the show on the seven 
color sets hurrriedly installed here for the event. 
Two were in KSD-TV’s offices in the Post-Dis- 
patch building, others were in the hands of local 
television distributors. 


KSD-TV’s sets, which had been checked and 
rechecked by engineers in preparation for the 
show, were carrying a black-and-white program 
up to the time of the colorcast. When the mono- 
chrome program ended, the colorcast began with- 
out an announcement of any kind. The effect 
was startling. It was like a Christmas tree sud- 
denly blazing with multi-colored lights. 
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THE SCREEN, which a moment before had 
been a flat gray, sparkled with red, blue, green, 
yellow, purple and many other hues as a color 
television camera recorded the far away scene 
in Pasadena and the image magically appeared 
here. As the camera panned along the crowd- 
lined parade route, a kaleidoscope of color 
spread over the screen. In the background were 
graceful palm trees, not dark green, but natural 
green, Prancing palomino horses of the parade’s 
color guard shimmered goldenly in the bright 
California sun. American flags fluttered red, 
white and blue in the breeze. 


And there was Don Ameche, the show’s an- 
nouncer, in a dark blue suit with red rose in 
his lapel telling the television audience that this 
was an historic occasion for television. His sun- 
tan enhancing the pearliness of his smile, he an- 
nounced this was the first outdoor colorcast by 
the new eompatible color system, the first west- 
to-eas transcontinental transmission of color, the 
first west coast origination of a color program. 
While the show was being telecast in full color, 
he continued, an estimated 24,000,000 televiewers 
throughout the country were watching it in black 
and white. However, a. few thousand were 
getting their first view of color television, he 
said 


From Ameche and his vivid blue and white 
stripped tie and his red rose, the camera switched 
back to the parade. Every scene appeared more 
beautiful than the one before. A rose-festooned 
blue convertible laden with waving girls passed. 
The queen's float was a moving mountain of 15,- 
000 deep red roses, yellow snap dragons, laven- 
der orchids anw white carnations. 


St. Louis’ entry in the parade drew applause 
from the loeal audience. Titled ‘““Meet Me in St. 
Louie,” it was a bright orange-yellow streetcar 
commemorating the golden anniversary of the 
World’s Fair of 1904. Ten young beauiies in 
attire of that era waved from the trolley, which 
was composed of roses, orchids, chrysanthemums 
and other blooms. The float, judged the most 
beautiful entry from outside California, was 
drawn by Anheuser-Busch’s famed Clydesdale 


horses.

IT WAS THE CONSENSUS of the preview 
audience that color television made an impres- 
sive debut and that its acceptance by the public 
is a foregone conclusion. It will be six months 


to a year before color sets will be available in — 


even smal] quantities, and these will be expen- 
sive, $700 te $1000 for a 14-inch model. But be- 
cause color adds such an important element to 
the realism of the television scene, it undoubt- 
edly will be in great demand from the outset. 
Color impresses on the viewer the fact that in 
black and white a scene is nof as he would see 
it with his own eyes. Unless color-blind, he 
would see it in color. . 


As for the colorcast of the Tournament of 
Roses parade, one viewer expressed the opinion 
that “‘the only thing missing was the fragrance of 
the flowers.”

Gaining weight or losing 


weight, you see, is a simple mat- 
ter of addition or subtraction. 
To maintain your present weight 
at your present work, you need 
a certain number of calories a 
day— probably somewhere be- 
tween 1800 and 2700. 

You will gain one pound for 
every 3500 extra calories you 
consume, and lose one pound for 
every 3500 you cut from your 
requirements. 


It makes no difference wheth- 
er the calories come in “non- 
fattening’ foods or in pure 
whipped-cream-and-sugar. Calo- 
ries are a scientific measure of 
heat-producing potential, and 
they care not for cookery.

the trouble. In many cases the 
fire starts from a leak in the 
furnace stove pipe or a leak in 
the chimney. 

In some instances a fire will 
start through spontaneous com- 
bustion in a pile of old rags that 
have become bone dry through 
the heat from the furnace. The 
basement is an almost perfect 
place for a fire to get going be- 
cause it’s out of the way and the 
house itself often serves as a 
perfect flue for the fire, allow- 
ing it to spread quickly wher- 
ever it pleases. 

You can do a lot towards mak- 
ing your basement safe from fire 
just by tossing out all the mis- 
cellaneous junk. If there is 


‘nothing for a fire to burn it 


won't last for long. 


Having your heating equip- 
ment along with stove pipe and 
chimney checked over or check- 
ing it yourself will also pay off. 

Covering the woodwork in the 
basement with any fire resistant 
material such as fire-resistant 
paint, plaster board or asbestos 
board, is also worth the effort. 


Basement electrical wiring is 
often the cause for a lot of 
fires. In too many cases the ex- 
isting system has been stretched 


‘out with overloaded circuits 


and miles of extension cords and 
these are potential fire hazards. 

If you use coal burning equip- 
ment you want to be 4ertain, of 
course, never to place ashes in 
any other than metal contain- 
ers. Even ashes that you might 
think are cool have at times set 
things on fire.

For reasons best known to 
himself, West laid down the 
heart ace instead of selecting the 
far safer diamond opening. The 
heart ace went through, all right, 
but it was nevertheless a fatal 
selection, because South pro- 
ceeded to make excellent use of 
the heart king thus established. 
West shifted to his top diamond, 
but the damage was irreparable. 
Dummy’s ace was put up and 
declarer drew trumps, ending in 
dummy. He discarded a club on 
the king of hearts, then ran off 
the rest of his trumps, discard- 
ing two hearts, one diamond and 
one club from dummy and leav- 
ing that hand with nothing but: 
the A-K-J of clubs. At this point 
South himself held the diamond 
queen and two clubs. 


When the last trump was led 
and East had to reduce his hand 
to three cards, the squeeze be- 
came operative. Obviously, if 
East gave up the diamond king, 
South could cash ‘the diamond 
queen. When actually East came 
down to the Q-10 of clubs, South 
had no difficulty in reading the 
situation. He led directly to the 
club king, cashed the vlub ace, 
dropping East’s queen, and then 
cashed the club jack for the ful- 
soe trick.
